1* Subject project provides for financial assistance, material 
support andoperational guidance for a specific anti -Soviet Russian 
Emigre Organisation which is actively engaged in semi-covert, as well 
as covert activities, directed against the Soviet regime and Soviet 
occupational forces in Germany and Austria* 
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2* The emigre organisation makes its headquarters in the U. 3. 
sone of Germany. Contact with the organisation will be made by a 
staff agent operating In Germany and responsible to the Chief of 
Station, Germany. 

3* Approval has been obtained for a total budget of 124,000 for 
the remainder of fiscal year 1951, of which 122, QQQ Is budgeted as sub- 
sidy (*070) and #2,000 as compensation (*07B), all to be expended 
in the field* 



4« The staff agent, operating under appropriate cover will take 
up residence close to the organisation's headquarters and make contact 
with the group through channels known to the Chief of Station, Germany* 
After establishing his bona fldes, he will maintain contact with the 
leaders of the organisation and pass monies to them for the accomplish** 
merit of the projects objectives* 



5* The exact nature of the specific expenditures for which OPC 
funds will be provided is not ascertainable at the present time. 
Accordingly, the Chief of Station and the Staff Agent will be given 
broad latitude with regard to the development and subsidization of
